John Upton of Isle of Wight County to William Dawson. On May 
22, 1650, Mr. James Williamson patented 1,150 acres north of 
the Rappahannock River for the importation of twenty-three colon- 
ists to Virginia. He married Ann Underwood, daughter of William 
and Margaret Underwood. The widow Underwood married Captain 
John Upton whose will on January 16, 1651/2, gave his stepchil- 
dren equal shares in 1500 acres in Isle of Wight County adjoining 
Ambrose Bennett, excepting 300 acres sold to Mr. Robert Bras- 
well, and gave Ann Williamson an equal share with them in the 
Jands in Rappahannock County. Captain Underwood's executors 
were George Fawdon, William Underwood, and James Taylor, 
and Edward Skinner was a witness. John Hammond dedicated his 
famous treatise entitled "Leah & Rachel to Governor William 
Stone of Maryland and Dr, James Williamson of Rappahannock. 
On October 14, 1665, Richard Brahman patented a tract adjoin- 
ing James Williamson's land on the Rappahannock River. Dr. 
Williamson had at least two children.

Dr. Robert Williamson, apparently a son of Richard William- 
son and wife Margaret Brown, was certainly born as early as 
1642, and probably was sent to England for his education. He 
served as a Burgess of Isle of Wight County from September,1663, 
to 1576, and became the sixth largest patentee of land in the Coun- 
ty of Isle of Wight in the Seventeenth Century. On April 6, 1664, 
he and John Burwell witnessed a deed of Robert Burwell to John { 
Portis. 

On March 24, 1664/5, Robert Williamson and Francis Ayers 
witnessed an agreement between James Sampson and Francis 
Baker. On June 6, 1666, Dr. Williamson patented 3,350 acres 
on the great swamp of Black Water River, adjoining Seward's 
Branch, being 295 acres granted on April 26, 1661, and 3,055 
for the transfer of Joane Williamson and sixty-one other colonists. 

Robert Williamson married Joan Allen, daughter of Arthur ' 
Allen, Sr., of Surry County (see Allen, S.V.F. I, p.1). He made { 
his will on February 16, 1669/70, and it was probated on May 2, ; 
1670, as follows: (1) late deceased father-in-law, Arthur Allen, : 
(2) wife Joan to have lifetime use of the home-plantation of 850 ; 
acres on the branches of Pagan Creek, (3) eldest son, Robert, un- 
der the age of eighteen, to heir the above plantation, (4) son 
George, (5) son Arthur, (6) son Francis, (7) friends Major Nich- 
olas Hill and Captain John Grove, and (8) witnesses John Hardy 
and William Sherwood. 

Joan Allen Williamson married then Robert Burnett who gave 
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bond for the estate on November 2, 1672, secured by Giles Dri- 

ver and Arthur Allen, The appraisal of the Williamson estate was 

taken on November 25th by Robert Kae, Arthur Smith, Richard 

Sharpe, and Robert Flake, and the estate divided between the 

widow and the four orphans. Robert Burnett made a will probated 

in Isle of Wight County on July 17, 1679. He mentions: (1) daugh- 
ter Ann, (2) neighbor Pharaoh Cobb, (3) mother, (4) brother Wil- 
liam Mayo, (5) wife and executrix, (6) brother John Bromfield, 

(7) brother Arthur Allen, and (8) witnesses William Mayo and 

Roger Jones. The widow Burnett was living as late as December 

2, 1696, when Arthur Smith's will mentioned her and her neigh- 

bors Richard Sharpe, William Thomas, and Henry Wiggs.

Vv. Ann Burnett was their half-sister who died unmarried, On 
December 2, 1726, she was a legatee in the will of Ann Day, 
witnessed by Roger Dalk, John Bruce, and Mourning Thom- 
as. On December 3, 1727, the will of Joseph John Bridger 
named uncle Joseph Allen and was witnessed by Ann Bur- 
nette, Elizabeth Brantley, and Reuben Proctor. Ann Bur- 
nettes will was dated April 8, 1729, and was probated on 
April 28th and mentioned: (1) brother Francis Williamson, 
(2) cousin Joseph Williamson, and (3) witness William Dix- 
on and Elizabeth Brantley. 

Francis Williamson, Sr., son of Robert Williamson and wife 
Joan Allen, joined Joshua Turner in witnessing an agreement of 
William Boddie and William and Elizabeth Arrington on September 
10, 1683. In 1705 he, John Fulgham, and Edward Boykin appraised 
the estate of John Turner. On December Sth he was named exe- 
cutor of the will of Joseph Jones. On June 24, 1729, he, John 
Little, and Joshua Turner appraised the estate of Anthony Ful- 
gham. On February 23, 1729/30, he, John Dunkley, and Edward 
Harris appraised the estate of John Boykin. On September 28th, 
he, John Dunkley, and Mathew Kinchen appraised the estate of 
Edward Boykin. On June 25, 1733, they appraised the estate of 
William Boykin. 

Francis Williamson, Sr., made his will on May 14, 1743, 
and it was probated on August 22, 1743. He named (1) wife Ann, 
son and executor Arthur, son Joseph, son and executor Benjamin, 
granddaughter Mourning Williamson, daughter Martha Atkinson, 
grandson Francis Williamson, grandson Arthur Williamson,

Bacon's Castle and Claremont 


Arthur Allen, who built the famous brick house known as 
"Bacon's Castle" about 1655; patented the land, where the Castle 
stands, on March 14, 1649. The location was described as “lying 
tetween Lawnes and Chipoaks creeks — bounded north on the land 
of Captain Peirce, '' and same was granted for the transportation 
of four persons, one of whom was Alice Tucker whom he married. 
Later on August 24, 1665, he patented 1000 acres in the same vi- 
cinity. (C. P. 187.) 

His mansion was built in English bond style with walls two 
feet thick. It is hoped that it will stand for many years to come as 
it is one of the oldest in Virginia. 

Arthur Allen must have been a man of means in England in 
order to have undertaken the expense of building this old Jacobean 
house at such an early date. It was a fortress of the rebels during 
the time of Bacon's Rebellion and a more complete account of its 
history during that time is included in the chapter entitled "Bacon's 
Rebellion", in "Colonial Surry". 

On the 7th of July 1668, Arthur Allen, aged 60, testified ina 
case about a horse. He deposed that he and “his brother" went to 
Jamestown, to see two horses for sale — one died — and the question 
whose horse was it that died. Each one of the two persuns who bought 
the horses claimed that it was the other fellow's horse that died. A 
large number of prominent Surry people testified about the identity 
of the horses. Daniel Tucker, aged 55, of York county deposed that 
while at "his brother Allen's house he saw the horse in Mr. Blands 
field." (D& W 1, p. 332.) 

Arthur Allen had eleven tithables in the tax list of 1668 which 
was more than anyone else in the county. He died about 1670 inte- 
state.

(1) Robert Williamson, ‘‘Doctor in Physick,’’ was a member of the 
House of Burgesses for Isle of Wight County at the sessions of Sep- 
tember, 1663, and October, 1666. On June 6, 1666 he patented 3,850 
acres on Blackwater Swamp and had other grants. Wis will was dated 
Feb. 16, 1669. Legatees: Wife Jane or Joan, eldest son Robert, sons 
George, Arthur and Francis. Before 1672 his widow married Mr. Robert 
Burnett. Robert Williamson, the eldest son, probably died without issue. 
There is in Isle of Wight a deed, Aug. 4, 1672, from Richard [Robert] 
Williamson of Surry County, son and heir of Robert Williamson, of 
Isle of Wight County; deceased; and in the same county (Tsle of 
Wight), in) October, 1683, in inventory of the estate of Robert 
Williamson, 2 deed was presented by his brother George. George Wil- 
liamson of Isle of Wight aud his wife Hester, made a deed March 29, 
1703, conveying Jand whieh he had inherited. The will of George 
Wiliamson of Isle of Wight (son of Dr. Robert) was dated July 31, 
1723, approved October 29, 1723. His legatees were his sons George, 
Robert, John and Thomas, grandson John Darden and daughters Mary, 
Patience, Elizabeth and Juliana. A deed, about 1726, shows that 
Patience had married Robert Exum, Elizabeth,—Joyner, and that Joliana 
(unmarried) John, Thomas and George were then living. In 1736 George 
Williamson of Henrico (evidently the son of George who died 1723) 
conveyed to Arthur Crocker, 200 aercs in Isle of Wight, part of 500 
acres patented by Robert Williamson October 30, 1686, and on July 3, 
1737, George Williamson, of Ienrico, conveyed to Lewis Burwell 250 
acres in Isle of Wight, part of 500 acres patented October, 1662, by 
Robert Williamson, uncle of the said George. One portion of this land 
had been sold in 1691 hy George Williamson, brother of said Robert, 
and father of George of [enrico. It is uncertain whether George 
Williamson left descendants, as the later Williamsons of Henrico are 
stated to be descended from John Williamson, an emigrant, who was 
vestryman of Henrico parish from 1735 to his death in 1757. No doubt 
the Williamson of Isle of Wight, Southampton and adjoining counties 
trace to Dr. Robert Williamson. : ;
